DISCUSSED AT ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE

At the Library Conference to-day—Pro- 
fessor J. F. Howley presiding—Mr, Eugene 
Carberry, City Librarian, Cork, said the 
Association required a body behind it that 
might be able to influence public opinion 
in its favour. 

The Rev. 8. J. Brown, 8.J., endorsed a 
plea for a closer co-operation between the 
Association and other educational bodies. 

A resolution, proposed by the Rev. J. 
Murphy, that an appeal be made for dona- 
tions in money and books to county libraries 
was deferred. 

In a paper on the policy of the Associa- 
tion, Mr. James Barry, hon. secretary, said 
that the growth of leisure time had given 
rise to the problem of utilising it to the best 
possible advantage, and a general improve- 
ment in‘ the standard of living had to some 
extent freed the minds of people and allowed 
them to think. One peculiar aspect of their 
Asseciation’s activities had been that it 
always had subordinated the personal welfare 
of the library worker to the needs of the 
ublic service. For over two years their 
egislation Committee had been endeavourin 

to carry out what was virtually the work o 

a Government Commission. It would be 
obvious, of course, that without authority or 
financial resources the work of the committee 
would be troublesome and slow, yet consider- 
able progress had been made. It might come 
as a surprise to some to learn that the pro- 
fessional or headquarters’ staffs of the public 
library service did not exceed one hundred 
and twenty persons. There was an increasing 
interest in and demand for books on Irish 
subjects. Though, strictly speaking, the con- 
ditions governing the production and dis- 
tribution of Irish books or books of Irish 
interest might be outside the scope of their 
ei it was one closely allied with their 
work,

GALWAY PROFESSOR’S 


SUGGESTION 


In his address of welcome to the delegates 
attending the annual meeting of the Irish 
Chemists’ Association on Saturday at Univer- 
sity College, Galway, Professor T. Dillon, 
D.Sc., Professor of Chemistry at U.C.G., said 
meetings of that kind would go far to pro- 
mote the advancement of the profession. 
There must be few countries, he said, where 
the knowledge of science and its applications 
was so restricted as in Ireland. The ignorance 
of character of chemists’ work prevailing 
among those who had the administration of 
the country in their hands was clearly shown 
in the report of the Brennan Commission. If 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
wished to find out the real progress of in- 
dustry in the country he could not do better 
than find the increase in the number of 
chemists employed. 
Lectures were delivered by Miss Eva 
Ryder, M.Sc., on ‘‘The Chemistry of Road- 
making’’; by Mr. Donald T. Flood, M.Sc., 
on ‘‘ Experiments on Manufacture of Wall- 
board from Seaweed,”’ and by Prionnsais M.

Last week provided an acid test of the 
inherent soundness of the London Stock 
Market. The news from the war front pointed 
to a situation fraught with very grave possi- 
bilities and for a time rumour made it worse 
than is really was. The gravity of the situa- 
tion, which was made clear by the speech of 
M. Reynaud, left its mark upon Gilt-edged 
and other securities, which naturally fell 
severely, but at no time was there anything 
in the nature of panic selling, and very largely 
the fall in prices represented an adjustment 
to the new situation and a greater reluct- 
ance of jobbers to operate freely. More than 
one British Government stock fell to little 
above the minimum price fixed by the Stock 
Exchange Committee, a state of affairs which 
tended to restrict business still further. On 
Thursday there was a remarkable change, 
thanks to the passing of the Emergency 
Powers Bill on the previous evening, as this 
showed that the Government was now fully 
determined to do everything possible to win 

e war. This greatly increased confidence 
with the result that there was a sharp re- 
covery m British Government stocks, the 7

Most of the improvement was retained on 
Friday,as the early war news was considered 
more encouraging, but the occupation of 
Boulo by the German led to a rather 
dull ; there was, however, no sharp set- 
back in prices.

A VULNERABLE MARKET 


It ‘was noticed that the fall in prices last 
week was particularly heavy in home rails.

Taking the official rate of 
exchange the amount is equal to approxi- 
mately £4,720,000,000, while if the ‘‘free”’ 
rate were taken the sterling equivalent would 
be very much larger. e increase in the 
holding in the course of a year is equal to 
fully eg eae America can now boast 
that she holds 70 per cent. of the world’s 
monetary gold, but it is safe to say that 
the circumstance does not help her. The 
amount has been piling up irresistibly for a 
good many years now, but the enormous 
addition to the total has done nothing to 
bring back prosperity to the country.

battlefields. Three of those nations had 
remained neutral during the Great War 
of 1914-1918; but the conditions of war 
to-day differ terribly from those of twenty- 
five years ago; broad seas have become 
narrow seas, while narrow seas and 
national frontiers have ceased to matter. 
No country on earth—certainly no country 
in Europe—can foretell what will have 
happened within six months, The few 
European nations that still are free from 
war can hope for the best, but they have 
no right to assume it. [Ireland's plight, 
thanks to her position on the edge of 
Europe, is better than that of many other 
countries ; but distance, in these days of 
high-speed aircraft, is no longer the im- 
pregnable defence that once it was; as 
Mr. de Valera says, “We are really 
within the war zone.”’ 
Danger. can come from within, as from 
without. To cope with the peril of 
invasion Mr. de Valera announces that 
the Army is being brought up to 
war strength, and will be placed .upon 
a war footing almost at once. A campaign 
for some* thousands of new recruits for 
the Volunteer Force is being initiated. 
Furthermore, private citizens are asked 
to enrol themselves as members of a new 
“arm”. which will act in co-operation 
with the local police, and whose duty will 
be to assist in the defence of the State. 
“We want them,” says Mr. de Valera, 
concerning the members of this force, “ to 
be the eyes and ears of the defence forces, 
to report at once any indication’ of any : 
treachery in our midst. Unfortunately, 
there is a very small group who appear to 
be meditating treason.”” ‘‘This,” the 
Taoiseach continues, “is no time for 
nonsense.” It is a time of the breaking of 
nations. It is a time when no land may 
know what is in store for it. It is, above 
all, a time for national unity. We learn 
with satisfaction that Mr. de “Valera has 
been in consultation with members of other 
parties in Dail Eireann,. and that the 
parties have reaffirmed their willingness 
to ofier a umited front to any attempt at 
aggression. The people, with very few 
exceptions, will stand behind any Govern- 
ment with such a programme. “Petty 
| divisions no longer matter in the face of 
the great, common peril. There can be 
no excuse for the apathy on which Mr. 
de Valera has commented at Galway. 
Please God, the liberties of this nation 
will not .be assailed; -but, if. the. worst 
happens, let us be ready to resist. the 
assailant with the resourcefulness and 
vigour which alone are the justification 


of our freedom. ad

Belgian, Norwegian, Danish and Czech 
people, who ‘‘side”’ automatically, there 
is a weighty, public opinion’ which feels, 
like James Truslow Adams, the American 
historian, that “break up the British 
Empire and the strongest bulwark, out- 
side ourselves, for our own safety and 
freedom, would have been destroyed.” 
The question at present in all minds, of 
course, to restrain any impulse towards a 
part in the European conflict is the 
question of Japan. The fact is that, now 
more than ever, the United States must 
keep itself on-guard in the Pacific lest the 
Japanese seck to take advantage of the 
Allied stress. The ambitions of the 
yellow ‘men might be a very real danger 
to American interests in the Pacific. For 
the present the confused feelings at 
Washington have been crystallised in an 
unanimous decision to proceed with an 
augmented defensive programme. The 
American position to-day is not what it 
was in 1914. The threat from Japan then 
was almost a negligible consideration ; but 
to-day it is a factor which almost un- 
doubtedly will decide eventually America’s 
part—if any—in the solution of Europe’s 
troubles.

it is going to be seriously diminished in 
quantity. Probably there is enough con- 
fetti in stock to sprinkle on all the 
heroines and heroes who intend to get 
married during the next month, but in 
this case the older method of bombarding 
the hapless pair with rice always can oe 
resorted to, so that a shortage of confetti 
really will not matter. We trust, how- 
ever, that the disappointed suitor will not 
avail himself of the substitution to hurl 
a pound or two of rice at his successful 
rival without taking it out of the con- 
tainer.

He will be 
accompanied by economic and. other 
advisers. It is understood that, while the 
Russian Government may agree to accept 
such an envoy, it is doing nothing to 
bring about the mission. Several weeks 
ago M. Maisky (Russian Ambassador in 
London) suggested ‘that his. Government 
might be willing to renew the trade talks 
which had been brought to an end by the 
war in Finland, but the idea was not 
greatly encouraged in. either country. It 
was not until Mr. Churchill came into 
power that relations between the two 
countries had improved sufficiently to 
justify proposals for a special mission.

The Diamond Market 


‘When Amsterdam was occupied by the 
Germans it was believed that not only had 
most of the diamond cutters escaped from 
Holland, but that all stocks of stones had 
been brought away. Such, however wae 
not the case. Although most of the cut 
diamonds were moved to safety, a certain 
number of uncut stones passed into 
German hands. This circumstance will 
heighten diamond values. At this week'e 
diamond markets in London there will be 
a sharp advance in prices. The point is 
that the Germans have no facilities what. 
ever for cutting diamonds for ornamental 
use, and will be able only to use the stones 
which they have obtained for industria] 
purposes. The floating supply in the world 
markets accordingly will be reduced. 


i Gas-driven Vehicles 


Many commercial vehicles in London 
now are being run on coal gas, and more 
are being fitted with gas bags, in view of 
any possible reduction in the petrol ration, 
So far the majority of commercial firms 
have been able to obtain sufficient motor 
spirit for their requirements, but it js 
foreseen that the rate at which petrol is 
being used for war purposes may bring 
about a state of affairs in which the addi. 
tional supplies above the ordinary ration 
may not be available. Producer gas plants 
are making their appearance on the roads. 
The apparatus enables gas to be generated 
independently of any outside supplies. It 
is known that about 200 vehicles are 
produce on gas which they themselves

Mr. R. McLoughlin, K.C., who, 
instructed by Mr. D. O’Donovan, 
Chief State Solicitor’s Office, prose- 
cuted, explained that he proposed to 
have Mrs. Stuart charged under 
Section 47 of the Offences Againsi 
the State Act with a scheduled 
offence. The charges against her 
related to those which had been made 
in that Court on the previous day 
against Stephen Carroll Held, of 
having jn his possession codes and 
ciphers, and of assisting an unknown 
person to commit certain acts pre- 
judicial to public safety. i . 
It would be remembered, Mr. McLoughlin 
stated, that there was found in Held's house 
at Templeogue an open parachute and docu- 
ments referring to the collection of infor- 
mation of a mifttery character regarding Irish 
harbours, aerodromes, bridges, Janding 
grounds, etc., and the disposition of defence 
forces. There was also found in the , house 
certain articles of men’s clothing, and the 
evidence would be that these clothes were 
recently purchased by the defendant, who 
lives in County Wicklow and whose husband 
was at present believed to be in Germany. 


MEN’S CLOTHING 
The inference to be drawn was that the 
clothes were obtained for the unknown person 
already referred to. The seriousness of the 
charge was that the defendant was actively 
assisting Stephen Held to prevent the appre- 
hension of a person who had committed & 
very serious offence affecting the safety of 

he State. 

A police superintendent gave evidence of 
arresting the re nae R e then read the 
es over to her as follows :'— :

BATTLE OVER CALAIS 


One formation of JU 88’s was trying to 
bomb ships on the French coast when a Spit- 
fire squadron approached.

WORK OF THE 8&.A.F. 


It is clear, then, that the isolated left wing

At the end of the Service special prayers 
were offered for the wounded, for all those 
fighting for the Allies, and the countries now 
under German oppression. 

‘The Abbey was thronged, and many people 
who were unable to gain admission waited to 
cheer the King and Queen and members of 
the Government as they left.

The Archbishop of Canterbury, at West- 
minster Abbey: “ Each single citizen .. . 
must think and act as if on him or her alone 
the issue hung. Whatever losses or reverses

CHRIST CHURCH 
CATHEDRAL 


Not for many years has the attendance at 
churches in Ireland been so large as it was 
yesterday. In response to the King's request, 
mentioned in his broadcast on Friday night, 
the day was observed in Church of Ireland, 
Presbyterian and Methodist Churches, and in 
Churches of other Protestant denominations, 
as one of prayer and intercession for a hope- 
ful issue of the war. Some congregations 
observed two minutes’ silence. 

At Christ. Church Cathedral, Dublin, special 
er: were issued and special forms of sup- 
plications used. There were large congrega- 
tions both at the 11 o'clock and the 3.30 
o'clock Services. At the Morning Service 
King Hall’s anthem, ‘‘O Lord, my trust is 
in ‘Thy mna Ól was beautifully rendered. 

The preacher in the morning was Canon 
D. G. Green, Rector of Killiney, who said :— 
‘“We meet here in this house of God, as 
Christians in so many places are meeting to- 
day, to learn God’s will in this crisis, and 
to pray that we may do our appointed part. 
We do not seek to stimulate war fever or 
to sharpen weapons, or cast with any side- 
glance at propaganda or velf justification. 
Prayer is the lifting up of the mind agp» 
God, and our thoughts are to Him. We kno 
we are in the hands of the Almighty.” 

God was working His purpose out, even 
through the tragedy of war, and to the race 
of men who were in His hands He said, as 
He said to the house of Israel: ‘‘ Cannot I 
reconstruct you as does this potter?’ By 
His decree men were more than clay, and 
might respond or might refuse. And under 
God there were great possibilities. Instead 
of plunging into a darker age than they had 
ever known, they might, as Lord Lothian 
reminded the Americans, rise to levels of 
national unselfishness, vision and dedication 
which might give to mankind the greatest 
new birth of freedom it had ever known. 

General Smuts the other day spoke of the 
Germans’ lack of insight into the views of 
others. ‘That our present troubles may have 
the effect of opening many blind eyes,” was 
the prayer of the Pope in his weighty 
encyclical, and the crisis of war had opened 
our eyes to needs overlooked during peace. 
The evacuation of so many children from 
the danger zone in England had revealed a 
C3 condition of life in the slums and a serious 
neglect of the training of those between the 
ages of 14 and 18, Profiteering and luxurious 
eating had now been made impossible in Eng- 
land because those practices were seen to be 
anti-social. The Christian News-Letter urged 
that this tu of sharing should be at once 
and for all time Em by Christians, If 
the spirit which animated such attempts at 
sharing and at brotherhood was not now 
fostered no brotherly’ peace would follow 
hostilities.
